Mr. Steinberger, 
who has 
direct 
supervisio n o f the wo rk o f lay ing the 
steel o n the Indianapo lis, Co lumbus 
and So uthern interurban line, keeps 
fro m twenty -five to twenty -eight men 
emplo y ed all the time 
There is •us u­ 
ally o ne o r two day s each week when 
there is no track being laid but the 
men are emplo y ed at o ther wo rk so 
that no time is lo st. 
The steel was 
laid acro ss Little Sand Creek late 
Wednesday 
afterno o n and 
by 
six 
o ’clo ck Thursday evening they were 
at a po int abo ut a q uarter o f a mile 
no rth o f the river and within abo ut 
five and o ne half miles o f Co lumbus. 
The same evening the ballasting was 
co mpleted to near Little Sand ( ’reek. 
The grading wo rk 
is 
pro ceeding 
rapidly near Co lumbus and they will 
make an effo .t to keep it o ut o f the 
way o f the st* el gang. 
At the present 
rate o f pro gress the steel will all be 
laid fro m Sey mo ur to Co lumbus with­ 
in the nex t fo ur weeks and the wo rk 
o f putting do wn the steel within the 
limits o f the two cities will be in pro ­ 
gress. 
The So uthern Indiana has two train 
crews emplo y ed. 
Six car lo ads o f 
gravel are being hauled at a lo ad, 
o ne train being hauled and unlo aded 
while the o ther is lo aded. 
The wo rk 
is well regulated and better pro gress 
co uld hardly be made w ith the number 
o f men that are emplo y ed. 
Besides 
the thirty men emplo y ed in lay ing 
steel, abo ut an eq ual number are bal­ 
lasting. 
These with the train crews, 
the men emplo y ed at the gravel pit 
and o n the bridges, 
abo ut o ne hun­ 
dred men are emplo y ed at the present 
time between Sey mo ur and Co lumbus. 
Abo ut thirteen and o ne half miles o f 
the track have been laid and abo ut fi\e 
miles have been ballasted. 
A number o f men are at wo rk o n 
the abutment at Big Sand Creek at.d 
it is still ho ped that it can be put in 
co nditio n that the wo rk trains may 
pass o ver the bridge within the nex t 
few’ day s and pro ceed so uthward with 
the ballasting. Only two train lo ads 
o f six cars each o f gravel have been 
unlo aded so uth o f Big Sand Creek up 
to this time. 
At several places alo ng the line so me 
o f the po les had been set to o clo se to 
the track and it was fo und necessary 
to take them up and mo ve them in 
o rder to get them o ut o f the way o f the 
wo rk train. 
The o verhead wo rk is be­ 
ing delay ed that it may no t in any way 
interfere with the o peratio n o f the 
wo rk trains. 
The o bject is to keep 
bo th the wo rk trains busy until prac­ 
tically all o f the ballasting has been 
co mpleted fro m Se mo ur to Co lumbus 
When every thing is ready to break 
the streets in 
Sey mo ur a sufficient 
fo rce o f men will be put o n to have all 
the track here do wn in three o r fo ur 
weeks. 
W ith a greater fo rce o f men wo rk­ 
ing,bet ween here and Sco ttsburg it cer­ 
tainly sho ws that bo th co mpanies are 
anx io us to get the lines in o peratio n 
as early as po ssible. 
Early last spring when o ther inter­ 
urban men were say ing that the Indi­ 
anapo lis and Lo uisville line wo uld be 
in o peratio n by the first o f June, o r 
perhaps the first o f July at the farthest, 
two ex perienced men in the building 
o f railro ads put the time o f the o pen­ 
ing o f the ro ad at September 1st o r 
later. 
In co nversatio n with a repre­ 
sentative o f the R e p u b l i c a n Friday j 
afterno o n o ne o f these same men gave 
it as his o pinio n that the builders 
wo uld do well to have the line in o j - 
eratio n by January 1, 1908 .

H. E. Barnard, the state pure fo o d 
and 
drug co mmissio ner say s 
that 
there must be a change in the kind o f 
liq uo rs so ld thro ugh Indiana. 
He 
say s blended whiskey 'must no t he so ld 
as the pure article. 
This is in acco rd­ 
ance with a ruling o f the atto rney gen­ 
eral o f the United States. 
It is under­ 
sto o d that samples are to be secured 
o ver the state just as 
fo o d samples 
have been secured and analy zed at the 
state labo rato ry . 
There is a pen a ty 
fo r selling liq uo rs belo w 
a req uired 
standard just the same as there is fo r 
selling impure fo o d. 


The peo ple o f Bro wnsto wn were very 
much surprised this mo rning when the 
Peo ple’s State Bank failed to o pen its 
do o rs fo r business. 
They had never 
suspected that the hank was in any 
tro uble. 
But it did no t take them 
lo ng to find o ut that State Audito r 
Billheimer was in to wn and that the 
bank had been clo sed o n his o rder. 
He and ( has. W. ( ’amp, a state hank 
ex aminer, went to Bro wnsto wn Friday 
evening and made a partial ex amina­ 
tio n o f the hank bo o ks and had a co n­ 
ference with Hugh liurrell, the presi­ 
dent, and so me o f the directo rs. 
Mr. 
Billheimer returned to Indianapo lis 
Saturday and left Mr. ( 'amp in charge. 
At this time the public is no t ad­ 
vised in detail o f the cause Of the fail­ 
ure. 
When asked by a representative 
o f the R e p u b l i c a n the cause o f the 
bank’s tro uble the State Audito r said 
it was due to a lo t o f bad paper. 
That 
is so me large lo ans and many smaller 
lo ans have been made by the bank o n 
very do ubtful security . 
At least the 
bank has no t been able to realize o n 
the no tes. 
The amo unt o f this had 
paper has no t been made public. 
Mr. Billheimer said that he felt sure 
that the depo sito rs wo uld be paid in 
full, but that there might be no thing 
much left fo r the sto ckho lders. 
In 
o ther wo rds the assets o f the bank in­ 
cluding the capital sto ck it is believed 
will be sufficient to p iy the depo sito rs 
in full 
While here Mr. Billheimer emplo y ed 
Jo hn M. Lewis as special atto rney fo r! 
the state and directed him to file a pe­ 
titio n befo re Judge Shea fo r the ap ­ 
po intment o f a receiver to take charge 
o f the affairs o f the hank. 
The Peo ple’s State Bank o f Bro wns­ 
to wn is the o ldest bank at Bro wns­ 
to wn and had apparently pro spered 
fro m the time o f its o rganizatio n. 
At 
the time o f the last repo rt, May *20, 
19 07, its lo ans and disco unts amo unted 
t * $223,719 .9 5 and the individual de­ 
po sits were $202,112.55. 
This same r e -j 
po rt sho wed $61,19 8 .35 due fro m banks 
and bankers. 
The capital sto ck is 
$70,000. 
To tal reso urces repo rted at 
that time were $338 ,210.66 
The pres­ 
ent o fficers are, Hugh Burrell, presi­ 
dent; Daniel Empso n, vice president; 
E. D. 
Bro wn, cashier; and 
Stella 
Burrell, assistant cashier. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON. 


The first president o f the United States was bo rn In Westmo reland co unty , 
Va., Feb. 22, 1732. 
He died In 179 9 at Mo unt Verno n, Va., in his six ty -eighth 
y ear. 
He was Inaugurated president April 30, 178 9, In fro nt o f Federal hall 
o n Wall street, New Yo rk city , where no w stands the subtreasury building. 
Washingto n served two terms as president and then retired to his farm at 
Mo unt Verno n. He was by training and cho ice a planter, tho ugh his military 
ex perience In y o uth and his general wisdo m and patrio tism led to his being 
called to the chief co mmand o f the Co ntinental army during the Revo lutio nary 
war. 
In po litics General Washingto n was a Federalist.

He enclosed a p rint in his 
letter, and wanted to know whether 
his resu lts had any scientific v alu e. 
The idea of p hotograp hing lightning 
with a mov ing camera was a nov el 
one to the Smithsonian ex p erts, and. 
after an inv estigation, these officials 
decided that su ch ex p eriments were 
worthy of assistance. 
A grant was 
therefore v olu ntarily made to enab le 
the continu ance of this p hotograp hing 
with more accu rate ap p aratu s. 
In letters which followed it "was 
learned that Alex ander Larsen, for 
su ch was 'the writer’s name, was a 
Danish immigrant, edu cated in p hy s­ 
ics, chemistry , and electrical engineer­ 
ing at a night school, and that all his 
ex p eriments were p erformed for the 
p u re enjoy ment of doing something 
new. With the aid of the Smithsonian 
grant Mr. Larsen constru cted sp ecial 
ap p aratu s for his work. 
Up on a re­ 
v olv ing tab le tu rned b v a timed motor 
were p laced cameras in -su ch a p osi­ 
tion that they wou ld not miss a flash 
when one occu rred. 
To secu re the 
p hotograp hs desired, the tab le-top was 
then rev olv ed at a certain sp eed. 
The resu lts are Interesting. 
Where 
the flash ap p eared p erp endicu lar, the 
negativ es show' a b road sheet for a 
mere istreak of lightning. 
By calcu lat­ 
ing from the sp eed of the camera's 
motion and measu ring the width of the 
sheet, the time of the flash is determ ­ 
inab le. 
Bu t the p hotograp hs showed 
at the start thart a single flash is not 
one b ig v ib ration. 
It is made u p of 
many minor flashes, or ru shes, follow­ 
ing u su ally in the same channel as 
the first, and herein lies the sp ecial 
v alu e of the work. 
In the b est of the 
negativ es, there are easily cou nted as 
many as forty sep arate ru shes which, 
as the whole flash lasted little ov er 
ha lf a second, followed each other In 
marv ellou sly 
rap id 
su ccession. 
By 
measu rements and b y su b seq u ent cal­ 
cu lation« , Mr. Larsen determined the 
actu al time b etween each ru sh. 
The 
figu res, as may b e imagined, are al* 
mosit 
inconceiv ab ly 
small, 
v ary ing 
from the largest, three one-hu ndredths 
of a second to the smallest, as low as 
two one-thou sandths of a second. 
There ap p ear many p ecu liarities of 
these sep arate ru shes which might 
b ear scientific inv estigation, b u t the 
most salient featu re ov er which m ete­ 
orologists and electrical engineers may 
p u zzle is recorded on some of the 
p lates, among all the b right oscilla­ 
tions, as a marked b lack ru sh of light­ 
ning. 
The idea of lightning p rodu c­ 
ing the ex treme darkness is rep u gnant 
to the name of “lightning.” 
Yet the 
b lack ru sh is p lainly v isib le. 
Mr. I^ar. 
sen, after refu ting a nu mb er of su g­ 
gestions that might b e made to ac­ 
cou nt for it, v entu res his own theory 
to solv e the p u zzle. Jn discu ssing the 
record of a p articu lar flash in which 
the Mark of the tu ack ru sh is v ery 
distinct, he conclu des: 
“The flash mu st hav e giv en ou t light 
of a wav e length mu ch shorter r.hau 
the wav e lengths of v isib le light and 
with a p ower su fficient to render thè 
p art of the p late stru ck b y it non- 
« sensitiv e to ordinary ’ light. 
Su ch a 
flash wou ld ap p ear b lack on a p ar­ 
tially illu minated b ackgrou nd, or b e 
inv isib le.” 
“Inv isib le 
lightning,” 
therefore, 
seems to b e a term p erfectly p rop er. 
In v iew of the resu lts recorded in 
some of these p hotograp hs. 
At the su ggestion of the institu tion 
officials, and with their help , Mr. L ar­ 
sen carried hi» s researches » » till fu rther 
into the actu al make-u p of lightning. 
Photograp hs and stu dies of the light 
sp ectra of electric flashes in the air 
were comp ared with sp arks p rodu ced 
b y a static machine. The conclu sions, 
in line with the centu ry -old ob serv a­ 
tions of Benjamin Franklin, show that 
there is little p ercep tib le difference. 
Bu t Mr. I^arsen’s sp are time is not 
p p ent entirely in waiting for thu nder­ 
storms. 
He has b een interested also 
in stu dy ing the colored-light wav es 
giv en off b y many kinds of su b stances, 
minerals and 
chemicals, solid 
and 
liq u id, and gases, when they are them- 
solv es su b jected to light action. This 
is known among men of science as 
the flu orescence of su b stance, and 
sp eaking in p op u lar terms is not v er? 
different from 
p hosp horescence. 
In 
these inv estigations the has b een as­ 
sisted directly b y the National Mu 
seu m, which has adv ised him and loan­ 
ed him hu ndredis of sp ecimens of geo- 
ology . 
The resu lt« which he has for- 
w’artied, say the « nu seu m ex p erts, are 
v itally interesting to the stu dent cf 
this p articu lar p rop erty of matter. 
The latest ideas ou tlined b y Mr. 
La rsen to the Smithsonian Institu tion 
are no less remarkab le than the firat. 
He pro po ses to p hotograp h electric 
sp arks reflected in a ra pidly rev o lv ing 
mirro r, a nd thereby secure reco rds, a 
study o f which may a dd ma teria lly to 
o ur kno wledg e o f electric a ctio n. 
His 
inv estig a tio n o f fluo rescence, to o , he 
intends to ca rry into g rea ter deta il 


Sev eral y ears ago Larsen wrote to 
the Smithsonian Institu tion, enclosing 
p hotograp hs of lightning, which he 
had taken with a common hand cam­ 
era, and su ggesting that if a camera 
were so geared as to b o mov eab le 
du ring lightning flashes the du ration 
of the flash might b e determined and 
its natu re made clearer. 
Th* institu ­ 
tion b ecame interested in the ingen­ 
iou s immigrant’s work and granted 
him a small su m with which to p u r­ 
su e his -stu dies with a b olter eq u ip 
meat. 
Ldnsen rigged u p a rev olv ing tab le, 
u p on which he p laced cameras in su ch 
p osition as to catch lightning flashes 
at v ariou s p hases, 
it was soon dis­ 
cov ered that what is called a flash of 
lightning is in reality a su ccession 
of flashes, following one another with 
almost inconceiv ab le swiftness and 
deceiv ing the ey e with an ap p earance 
of oneness. 
Mr. Larsen cou nted u p ­ 
on his sensitiv e p lates as many as 
forty flashes in a single streak of 
lightning, and is conv inced that in the 
forty were scores of swifter flashes 
which elu ded the camera. 
Measu rements were taken 
of the 
time elap sing b etween the flashes or 
ru shes that cou ld b e seen on tlhe nega­ 
tiv e. 
It was fou nd that some of the 
flashes were 2 -1,000 of a second ap a*w. 
The measu rement was made b y cal­ 
cu lating the width of the film and the 
mov ement of each camera. 
Many ob scu re 
things were noted 
ab ou t these ru shes of lightning, b u t 
the most striking fact learned was 
that some of the ru shes were not 
light b u t dark. 
This is, the electric 
imp u lse was there, ju st the same a-s 
in the flashes, b u t -the camera did 
not catdh any light. 
Rep eated 
ex p eriments 
estab lished 
the fact -that there is su ch a thing as 
“b lack” lightning, or atmosp here elec­ 
trical discharges that are not v isib le, 
and that they are mingled witih die- 
charges that are v isib le—tho old fash­ 
ioned “lightning.” 
How is it accou nt­ 
ed for? Mr. I^arsen’s own ex p lanation 
is as good as any other: 
“The flash,” he say s, sp eaking of 
the flash tfhat giv es no light, “mu st 
hav e giv en ou t light of a wav e length 
mu ch shorter than the wav e lengths 
of v i-sib le light, and with a p ower su f­ 
ficient to render the p art of tihe p late 
stru ck b y it non-sensitiv e to ordinary 
light. Su ch a flash wou ld ap p ear b lack 
on a p artially illu minated b ackgrou nd 
or b e inv isib le.” 
In other words, “b lack lightning” is 
lightning of su ch short light wav es 
that tho illu mination is not p erceiv ed 
b y the hu man ey e or b y the camera. 
This has su ggested the thou ght that 
here may b e light wav es of su ch v e­ 
locity as to b e eq u ally b ey ond the 
p ercep tion of the ey e or the camera, 
p rodu cing light so intense that the 
hu man ey e is not only incap ab le of 
p erceiv ing it. b u t is ignorant of its 
ex istence.—Washington Post.

Har­ 
mony of color is one, simp licity of 
arrangement is another, the ab sence 
of the triv ial is third. 
Possib ly the 
third shou ld b e p laced first, for its 
imp ortance can hardly 
b e ov eresti­ 
mated. 
It is in the small things of 
the hou se that the greatest sins are 
committed. 
Taste does not ru n to rolling p ins. 
Hand p a in ted articles, in the old accep t­ 
ance of the term, are no longer in 
rep u te. 
There 
are 
no 
decorated 
p laq u es, or gilded shov els, or crewel 
emb roideries in ou r homes today . 
The small thing’s are often 
v ery 
good, b u t there are too many of them 
and they serv e no u sefu l p u rp ose. 
Two b rass candlesticks on a mantel 


is a good p oise. 
If the b ody is well 
p oised at each p oint o»f its motion, the 
motion itself mu st b e good. The p ro­ 
cess of walking which lias b een de­ 
scrib ed as a series of b alls is, to 
b e somewhat more accu rate, a series 
of falls and recov eries so insensily 
merged that then* is no say ing where 
the fall ends and tho recov ery b egins.

Once more the farm ers of Western 
Canada rest at ease and grow rich 
while they slumber. 
Their season of 
anxiety i< ov er. 
For a time it looked 
as though the backward season was for 
onee going to p rev ent the western coun­ 
try from maintaining its p re-eminent 
p osition as leader of the grain growing 
countries of the world. 
The unusual 
lateness of the sp ring, coup let! with the 
rap id adv ance in tlie p rice of 
food­ 
stuffs, gav e the p essimists some reason 
for 
their 
gloomy 
forebodings 
and 
among ev en the op timistic Westerners 
imbued, as they usually are, with a 
« sp irit of buoyancy and 
hop e, 
there 
commenced to glimmer a fear that jxt - 
hap s this year their sanguine exp ec­ 
tations were not to he 
realized. 
On 
May day, when a large p rop ortion of 
wheat has usually been sown, there 
w as this year v ery little seeding done. 
Finally, howev er, winter, which 
had 
tarried so late in the lap of sp ring In 
all p arts of the Continent v anished be­ 
fore the v ertical rays of the sun. and 
the hurry aftd bustle of sp ring work 
commenced on the western p rairies. 
By the 20th of May 85 p er cent of 
the sp ring wheat was sown and the fall 
wheat in the districts dev oted to its 
cultiv ation was cov ering the fields with 
a mantle of green. 
Wheat sowing fin­ 
ished on May 30th, and by June 10th, 
the coarser grains were 
also 
in 
the 
ground. 
The heav y snowfall during 
the winter left the ground in excellent 
thuja? when once 
seeding 
©iterations 
commenced, and from the time weather 
conditions p ermitted 
the 
commence­ 
m ent of work until p lanting was com­ 
p leted, the farmers were a busy class. 
The area in wheat is not much larger 
than last year hut oats, barley and flax 
are much in excess of p ost records, the 
farm ers deeming It wiser on account 
of the lateness of the season to p ut in 
a heav ier jin» jH» rtion of tlie 
coarser 
grains. 
From the most reliable rep orts 
to hand it ap p ears that the acreage as 
comp ared with UHHJ will show an In­ 
crease of 12 j**r cent In oats, 10 j» er 
cent In barley and 13 p er cent In flax. 
Around Okotoks, High Riv er, Nan- 
ton, 
Claresholm 
and 
other 
winter 
wheat eenters, if tlie p resent weather 
conditions continue, the winter wheat 
will he in head by the middle of July. 
The backward weather in the early 
p art of May allowed the 
newly-sown 
grain to get a firm root in the ground 
and now, with an abundance of mois­ 
ture and warm weather, the growth is 
remarkable. 
All danger of injury from 
droughts is p ractically ov er, as the green 
croj) cov ers the ground, retaining the 
moisture required Tor its growth, ami 
p rev enting the too rap id ev ajxiratiou 
which might otherwise take p lace. 
V’rop s in Western Canada mature in 
one hundred days of good weather, and 
as the weather conditions hav e been 
Ideal since seeding, and with 
sp ring 
wheat now from 11 to 18 Inches abov e 
tin* ground, a full av erage crop is con­ 
fidently exp ected. 
In addition to the cheering p rosp ects 
of this year’s yield the farm ers are to 
be congratulated on tin» fact that they 
•till hav e in their p ossession fiv e mil­ 
lion bushels of wheat from last year’s 
croj* which they are now disp osing of 
at high juMces. 
The sp lendid yield of 00.0(10,000 bush­ 
els of wheat raised in 19ofl in the three 
p rov inces of Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, together with the almost 
certain assurance that this year will 
•ec a considerable increase, is. as in 
the p ast, calling tin* attention of the 
world to the “ Last Best West." 
and 
thousands from United States and the 
agricultural districts of 
Furo]** 
are 
each month securing free grant lands 
or p urchasing farms in the land which 
has p rov (*d itself p eerless among grain 
growing countries of the world.

England is strikingly interesting.

til tlit* Goschen net of 18ns fixed 1*23 
for tht* m aturity of the British gov ern­ 
ment’s debt, no fixed term was ev er 
set. 
Like the French 3 p er cent rentes, 
consols were jxTp etual. 
N ev e rth e less, 
they were anually redeemed itt large 
amounts for the sinking fund. 
Between 
the p eace of Paris, which ended the 
Nap oleonic w ars in 1815, and the out­ 
break of the Crimean war in 1854, the 
debt was reduced £ 50,810,(XXI, or an av ­ 
erage of £ 1,420,000 p er annum : U*twt*t*n 
tiit* Crimeaii w ar and 1000 it was re­ 
duced £ 4.800,000 j>er annum. 
This was too slow a p ace, howev er, 
to extinguish, ev en in a century, a debt 
which footed up £ 801.030,000 when Na­ 
p oleon went to St. Helena. 
The Cri­ 
mean w ar of 1854 added £ 33.918.000 to 
the debt; the total debt a t tin* outbreak 
of the Boer w ar in 1899 was £ 028.978,- 
ihh». and it has increased largely since 
18!>0. 
This is to say. the British gov ­ 
ernment is still p aying Interest on £ 500,- 
ooo.ooo to £ 000.000,<HX> debt contracted 
before 1815, and the British jieop le are 
still footing the lulls of Trafalgar, the 
German struggles, the p eninsular oam* 
p aign and Waterloo. 
The contrast between this exp erience 
and our own is the more striking, in 
that our own p ublic debt in 
August, 
1S05, was $2 .3 81 .5 3 0 .0 0 0 , or mon* than 
one half of the p ublic debt of $ 4.305,- 
000.000 rep orted by England fifty years 
tiefore.

The modern sub­ 
marine is a vessel ranging from one 
hundred to two hundred and fifty tons' 
disp lacement, driven by gas engines 
when running on the surface and by 
electric storage batteries 
when 
sub­ 
merged ; cap able of maintaining a sp eed 
of nine or ten k nots an hour above 
water, for a distance of five hundred 
miles, and a sp eed of seven k nots an 
hour beneath the water, for a distance 
of twenty-five or thirty miles. 
By the 
aid of a p eriscop e—a sort of reflecting 
camera—its occup ants can see all that 
Is going on up on the surface without 
ex p osing any p art of the vessel itself.

He 
was a cheerful, contented, uneomp lain- 
| Ing sort of a man, and said so little 
about the matter that the men of the 
; comp any thought he was 
indifferent. 
Between that time and the battle of 
Stone River, whenever a rojx irt was 
ask ed for as to what each man had 
lost at Shiloh, Foreman always an­ 
swered in a droll way, $7S. 
This al­ 
ways raised a laugh and the boys re­ 
mark ed one to another, ’Phil tak es it 
as a Jok e.' 
“On the morning of the « 1st of De­ 
cember, 18(52. at Stone River, Foreman, 
who was a short man, fell In nex t to 
the orderly. When some of the tall men 
claimed the p lace Foreman look ed up 
to the orderly in a p leading way and 
said, “No, I want to be right here. This 
thing is going to be wip ed out to-d iy.’ 
For the first time in all these mouths 
he showed feeling on the question of 
his conduct at Shiloh, and he was p er­ 
mitted to remain nex t to the orderly at 
the head of the comp any. In ttie fierce 
engagement 
that 
followed 
Foreman 
was struck in the right arm. 
He was 
advised to go to the rear, but he de­ 
clined with the remark that he would 
show every body he was not a coward. 
He k ep t his p lace lu the rank s, loading 
itb his leit hand. 
He was .struck by 
another bullet, this time in the fleshy 
p art of the leg. 
After he fell he tore 
op en his trousers, look ed a minute at 
the wound, and was again on his feet 
with teeth set. Again he refus'd to g » 
to the rear, and k ep t up hi> loading 
with the left hand. 
He was now al­ 
most the central figure in that *o» u- 
p any of sorely beset men. 
As he raised 
his left hand to ram home a load, a 
bullet struck that arm, and it fell to 
his side. 
“Then he (1 rop p ix l down in a resign­ 
ed sort of way, look ed up at the order­ 
ly sergeant, and said, easily, without 
any ex citement. ‘I .uess I'll have to 
quit. I—I would lik e to 
wipe tile whole 
thing out.’ 
IIis comrades dragged him 
behind a stump and p rep ared to leave 
the line. The last sight caught of the 
little fellow was ms he crep t around in 
front of the stump to taee the rebel 
line that was coining up . 
These com­ 
rades saw him nex t after the battle, in 
a hosp ital at Murfreesboro. 
He was 
so bandaged and bound up that 
he 
could not shak e hands, and he could 
scarcely sp eak , hut there was a bright, 
contented look in his black eyes, and 
he listened with interest to the stories 
of the boys of the battle, after they 
left him on the field. 
As the orderly 
bent low over him, ask ing if anything 
could be doue, Foreman said, ‘Is it all 
willed out now? 
Is it all gone?’ This 
led to action on the p art of the com­ 
p any officials. 
“A statement of the caw» , giving the 
record at Shiloh and the record at 
Stone River, was made out and sent to 
General Rosecrans. 
It 
touched 
the 
heart of the General, and lie wrote out 
a letter of congratulation and p raise 
to the wounded man. and had issued 
an order which was read on dress p a­ 
rade before every regiment of that di­ 
vision, stating the facts, ordering a 
susp ension of sentence of courtmartlal, 
a restoration of the six months’ p ay, 
and a definite and distinct honorable 
mention of Private Philip Foreman en­ 
tered on the records of his comp any, 
regiment, brigade, and division. 
Tills 
official order was tak en to Foreman in 
the hosp ital, and was lu his hand when 
he died. 
Almost his last words were: 
‘It is all wip ed out ; Old Rosy says so.’ 
There was p robably in the whole his­ 
to ry o f the war 110 
other case like this, 
and at 
this time it should 
be made a 
part o f the re<x » rd of General Ro se- 
crans, because It illustrates his atti­ 
tude to ward his men. 


“ There is o ne sho rt littie chapter la 
Rosecrans’ career that was never told 
by himself, and, so far as I 
k now, 
never clearly told by any other p erson. 
This was his narrow escap e at Chlck a 
manga. 
His headquarters were swep t 
out of the way by the charge of Long 
street's men as if by a hurricane. Th 
regirtients that were about him were in 
five minutes swep t away from him. lit 
was left almost alone in the very p res 
euee of n victorious enemy, with p anl 
strick en men alx mt him. One who was 
near him at that time tells how lie rode 
here and there p leading with the men 
to stop . 
At Inst he held out his arms 
and said. ‘Stop men; stop for your 
General,’ and a few dozen brave fel 
lows back ed up against his horse and 
stood, k nowing that they were sacrl 
flclng themselves in doing so. Then nn 
officer caught the bridle of Rosecrans 
horse, and saying. ‘We must get out of 
this,* led the way over some fallen logs 
Into the woods, 
“There nil the historians leave Rose­ 
crans. 
Some one saw him all the time. 
A few men k ep t him In sight, running 
along between him and the threaten­ 
ing column of rebels. 
Rosecrans did 
not k now these men, but he k new that 
the steady trot to his left and right 
was of men who were loyal to the last. 
Tliese men k now how narrow was the 
escap e of the General commanding at 
Chick amauga, but they are scattered 
everywhere and not one of them has 
told the story as it ought to be told. 
Isn’t it a time to tell it now?” 
“Sp eak ing <*f narrow escap es,” said 
one of Forrest’s men, ”1 have been in 
some p retty close p laces, as have most 
of those who fought with Colonel For­ 
rest. 
But I think the nearest I ever 
came to meeting a flying bullet was on 
Monday at Shiloh. 
Beauregard's armv 
was gaining on us. 
A few stray shots 
came from a p oint across a ravine op ­ 
p osite where we were stationed, and 
the lieutenant colonel called for two 
men to cross the ravine, mak e a sneak 
through the woods, and see how many 
Yank es were over there. 
I was one of 
the two who volunteered to go. 
I dis­ 
mounted. crossed the ravine, but had 
not advanced up the hill more than 
fifty yards when I heard a shot n<e far 
from me, and also heard the \Vhiz of 
the bullet. 
“ I got behind the nex t tree, which 
was not quite as large as mv b« x 1y, and 
p ut one eye around the tree to survey 
my surroundings. 
Almost instantly a 
bullet went p ast my ear. so close tii *t 
I could feel the air of It. I drew in my 
eye and then p ut it out again, when 
another bullet p assed so close to my 
head that I felt 
it 
touch 
my 
ear, 
though It did not break the sk in. 
A 
third shot came, which grazed my haf, 
and then I sk edaddled. 
All this time 
I did not k now where the fellow was 
who was shooting at me. 
I felt brave 
enough when I went up that hill, but 
the advantage that sharp shooter had 
took all the rebel yell out of me; and 
when I got back to the 
comp any I 
made up my mind that if I ever I got 
into a closer p lace than that I would 
lie a dead reb."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

but obtained a h-» rso, and rode off, 
slouch-hatted, hL » useless and sup reme­ 
ly dirty. 
1 had full belief I was to he 
. overely 
p unished. 
Certain 
sheep 
weighed heavily on my conscience. 
[ 
ransack ed my iw mory 
and 
dragged 
forth 
¡ill 
my military 
misdeeds. 
I 
k new I must at least 1m» court-martial­ 
ed. 
i condudisl finally that I should 
not escap e with le>s than shooting. 
I ask ed the orderly it General W ill­ 
iams was very savage-temp ered. He re­ 
p lied that the General was the 
k inde st 
man In the army, and I felt a littb* re­ 
assured. 
At last I burst out with: 
“Sis- here, what do you sup p ose he 
• ants of me? 
I’ve been disobeying or­ 
ders. stealing haversack s, and been im­ 
p udent to some of the Incomp etent of­ 
ficers.” 
The orderly laughed loudly. 
When we reached General Williams* 
tent I was really frightened half out 
of my senses, and I strode In, hat on 
my 
head. 
The 
handsome 
General 
smiled k indly at me, and ask ed me to 
he seated. 
IIow I wished I hud wash­ 
ed and brushed the dirt off! 
He ask ­ 
ed me many questions. 
I grew confi­ 
dential. and finally confessed my fri^Sl: 
and my sins. The General tried to look 
severe, hut he had to laugh.

The p ermanent and 
injurious microsop ic strains are more 
minutely subdivided and more uni­ 
formly distributed in the less heated 
steels, and this fact is regarded as 
ex p laining their sup erior ability to 
endure “fatigue.”—Youth's Comp an­ 
ion.

The public sale of Ii gambler on a 
block ii sh cl for auctioning off negroes 
paid for a Clock for tic' cit.? bt Alex­ 
andria, Va., Just acrose tile Potomac 
river from Washington. 
In the days agone the historic old 
city of Alexandria was known as a 
place where all kinds of games suited 
to the sporting fraternity could be 
found without difficulty. 
Stories of 
large sums lost aud won are si ill cur­ 
rent. Of these none is more interesting 
than the one which reveals the history 
of the old town clock of that ancient 
city. 
The story is to the effect that on one 
occasion Alexandria was infested by a 
party of shrewd gamblers from the 
southwest. 
At that time an interesting 
game could sometimes be made up with 
citizens of high standing, but who en­ 
joyed a brush at cards. 
One of these, 
a supposed pious merchant, fell into tin* 
snare which was set for him by the 
visiting gamblers, aided by

local 
stool pigeon. 
Atter a series ot games 
the pious gentleman found himself out 
of pocket several thousand dollars and 
the gamblers in possession of his notes 
for large amounts. 
The citizen “made good.” 
Hut a 
lucky thought enabled him to bring 
about his revenge on the leader ot the 
blacklegs, lie was acquainted with the 
fact there was an old law of tho State

l i d ­ 
ding for his own freedom, tire blackleg 
quickly offered twice that sum. 
lin s 
was raised to $300 by the fleeced mer­ 
chant. and in turn to $400 by the gam­ 
bler. While the assembled crowd cheer­ 
ed and laughed, the two alternately 
rescinded to the auctioneer’s appeals 
until the bidding reached $2,009. 
Then the gambler begged for mercy, 
pleading (Kjverty. 
Ile declared that his 
companions had deserted him and <ui- 
ried off thevl urger part of all winnings 
made In the town. The “good citizen” 
calmly raided the hid to $2,100, 
There 
was no alternative, tho gambler must 
either In* forced into a servlet* of de­ 
grading labor, under the supervision of 
a man who had small cause to love 
him, or he must go on bidding for him­ 
self.

BALTIMORE TO H A V E SEWERS. 


G r e a t 
S o u t h e r n 
C i t y

Baltimore is the only city of size in 
the civilized world, except New Orleans 
and Manchester, England, without sew­ 
ers. 
Constantinople, Jerusalem, Can­ 
ton, Pekin and other great cities ot the 
east have no sewerage, but they’ are 
not considered 
fully 
civilized. 
For 
nearly 2 0 0 years the h o u s e h o l d e r s of 
Baltimore have dumped their offal and 
slops in cesspools in the hack yards, 
which are cleaned out three or four 
times a year by contractors, who make 
that their business and haul the con­ 
tents out into the country'. 
Formerly 
the sewage was burned, but it is now 
worked over into fertilizer. 
Manchester, the great 
manufactur­ 
ing city of England, has a similar sys­ 
tem, except that a tin can is left at 
the door of each house every night and 
carted away. with its unsavory contents 
before daylight in the morning. 
The 
people of Mum bester consider tills an 
excellent way of disposing of 
what 
they’ don’t want to keep and the peo­ 
ple of Baltimore have tolerated their 
antiquated 
and 
unsanitary 
system 
with great patience. 
In the business 
sections of the city 
several 
private 
sewers have been built in years past 
as 
profitable 
investments, 
and 
the 
privilege of using them has been sold 
or leased to clubs, the owners of ho­ 
tels. apartm ent houses and big busi­ 
ness blocks. 
The tire has brought alvout a reform 
in this respect and a very elaborate, 
complicated and expensive system of 
sewers and pumping stations has i>een 
devised by a commission of engineers 
consisting of Samuel M. Gray*, of Provi­ 
dent*; Rudolph Herring, of New York, 
and Frederick P. Stearns, of Boston. 
Contracts amounting to $1,000,000 have 
already been let and bids have been 
submitted for $2.<‘> * J 'OO more. 
The 
actual digging of th.* sewers bas be­ 
gun, rights of way have been acquired; 
the 
contracts 
for 
pumping stations 
have been awarded and provision has 
already been made for the disposal of 
tin* sewage. The topography of Balti­ 
more makes surface 
drainage 
easy. 
Every street slopes toward the river 
directly or indirectly, and every rain 
washes it clean; hut the new system 
must be 
unusually 
complicated 
be­ 
cause of ten miles of Baltimore and 
Ohio and Pennsylvania Railroad tun­ 
nels underlying the central part of the 
city’, one running east and west and 
tin* other north and south. 
In places 
they are sixty feet underground and 
the new sewers must run above them 
in some places and below them in oth­ 
ers. 
The engineers have devised an 
Ii genious way of getting around them 
in other places by force pumps. 
NY hen the new* sewers are finished 
all the private sewers will be closed 
because they pollute the harbor, and 
all the private sewers will be closed 
In conduits to a farm ten miles below 
the city and there purified for fertil­ 
izer.

A.s our topic today is “The Tab er­ 
nacle," let us recall and keep in mind 
that God said : “Let them make me a 
sanctuary that 1 may dwell among 
them;" "I will dwell an ong the chil­ 
dren of Israel and will b e their God" 
(xxv , 8; xxix, 40). The temple of Solo­ 
mon was for the same purpose (I 
Chron. xxli, <>), and b oth were typical 
of Jesus Ghrist, in whom God dwelt as 
nev er b efore on earth and who spake 
of His b ody as a temple (John ii, ID­ 
L’D. 
The temple now b eing b uilded is 
the church. His b ody, made of liv ing 
stones, ev en those who truly receiv e 
Him and are redeemed b y His precious 
b lood (Kph. ii. 1D-LL; li Gor. v i, Id-18; 
I I’et. ii, To. 
In 1 Gor. v i, ID, LO, the 
indiv idual b eliev er is called a temple, 
b ut through all type and antitype the 
purpose is a dwelling place for God 
that He may in* made known on the 
earth. 
The plan of the b uilding, whether 
tab ernacle, temple, church or the life 
of Ghrist or the b eliev er, is wholly of 
God, with no room for a suggestion 
from mortal man (Ex. xxv i, 30; xxv ii. 
8; 1 Ghrou. xxv iii, ID; John xiv , 10; 
Eph. ii, 10). 
The materials for tab er­ 
nacle and temple were the willing of­ 
fering s o f the people and in the case 
of tin* former were so ab undant that 
the people had to l>o restrained from 
b ringing, fo r they b rought more than 
could b e used (Ex. xxxv i, 5-7; I Ghrou. 
xxix, 10). 
Each one of the congrega­ 
tion might b ring something easily w ith­ 
in his ab ility, and, as one has said, the 
poorest child could b ring some goats’ 
hairs <Ex. xxv , 1-7), 
In chapters xxv to xxx we liaye full 
instructions concerning the making of 
ev erything, and in chapters xxxv i to 
xxxix we hav e those instructions lit­ 
erally ob eyed, 
while 
today’s 
lesson 
chapter tells of the completion and 
setting up of the b uilding and its ac­ 
ceptance b y God, 
The perfect ob edi­ 
ence Is seen in v erse 1C». "Thus did 
Moses; according to all that the Lord 
commanded him, so did he,” and in 
the sev enfold saying, “As the Lord 
commanded Moses” (v erses 19 , 21, 23. 
25, 27, 29 , 32). 
He must b e the doer 
of it all or it will not count (John xiv , 
C; Phil. ii. 13). 
In Ileb . v ili, 1, 2, the l4>rd Jesus 
seems to b e referred to us "the true 
tab ernacle, which the Lord pitched 
and not man,” as well as “a high 
priest who is set on the right hand 
of the throne of the Majesty in the 
heav ens.” 
In I’s. xxix, 9 , margin, we 
read that "in Ilis temple ev ery whit 
of it ilttereth Ilis glory,” so we are on 
sufe ground when we see not only the 
whole b uilding, b ut ev ery part of it, 
speaking of Him.

the part of each b eliev er may l>e sum ­ 
med up in the one word used twelv e 
times in Exodus and translated b y the 
sentence, “Minister unto me in the 
priest’s office’’ (v erses 13, 15; chapter 
xxv iii, 1, 3. 4. 41, etc). 
The b uilding b eing finished, the Lord 
accepted it and filled it with Ilis glory 
(v erses 34, 35» , and Moses could not en­ 
ter.
